Physician Who Examined Schenk De­ 
clares He Had No Symptom*, of Ar­ 
senic or Lead—State Promise* An­ 


other T hriller. 


W heeling, W. Va., Jan. 20. — Tho 
state rested its case in the trial of 
Mrs. I.aura F'arnswoith Schenk, ac­ 
cused cl poisoning tier husband. John 
O. Schenk, and the defense put on its 
w itness in the person of Dr. .John J. 
Osborne*, a poison expert 
Thus far in the presentm ent of th© 
case the state has introduced testi­ 
mony to show that Mr. Schenk was in 
good health while on a trip abroad 
last May, and that he In cam e ill short­ 
ly after his return. 
That physicians determ ined he was 
suffering from lead and arsenic poison­ 
ing and that w ater and medicine taken 
from the Schenk home and analyzed 
by chem ists contained leud and ar­ 
senic. 
That Mrs. Schenk indicated no love 
for her husband and sought the com­ 
pany of a younger man. 
That she had predicted his death 
and had talked about the kind of fu­ 
nerals she liked. 
That she made a proposition to a 
detective nurse to give her $1000 if 
she would give to Mr. Schenk a poison 
pill. 
That she had been on night joy r d< s 
with a young mun and that she lie i 
told tin* chauffeur of her car that her 
relations with the young man were of 
a crim inal nature. 
That she had procured sugar of lead 
from Dr. Myers and also had asked 
him for F'owler’s solution of arsenic, 
which he refused her. 
Didn't Find Poison Symptoms. 
Dr. Osborne was perm itted to make 
an exam ination of John O. Schenk on 
Nov. 15. which was after he had prac­ 
tically recovered from the effects of 
the arsenic and lead alleged to have 
been given him. 
Dr. Osborne testified 
that when he examined Schenk he did 
not find any symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning or of lead poisoning. Chat* 
aiteristic symptoms of arsenical poi­ 
soning. he described as em aciation, a 
bronze Colo* of the skin, wrist drop or 
paralysis and vomiting, with a con­ 
tinual hunger. None of these symp­ 
toms, he said, did John Schenk evince 
when the physician made his exam ina­ 
tion 
On cross-exam ination Dr. Osborne 
wouldn't say that Schenk didn t suffer 
from both arsenical and lead poisoning 
ami he wouldn't say that the symptoms 
descritad by expert medical w itnesses 
for the state were not indicative of 
both arsenical and lead poisoning. The 
witness told of twenty-seven cases of 
lead and arsenical poisoning, both in 
acute and chronic stages, that he bad 
attended, and adm itted that in a great 
many cases not all of the characteris­ 
tic symptoms developed. 
Physicians who testified for the state 
said that at the tim e Schenk drank 
the Ballardvale 
w ater 
supposed to 
have contained nine-tenths of a grain 
of whiti* arsenic to the pint h» was 
em aciated, suffered with enaemia. was 
visited with violent vomiting spells and 
had dysentery, all of which Dr. Os­ 
borne said wi re sym ptom s of arsenical 
poisoning and also stages of lead poi­ 
soning 
The state has promised one more 
thriller, which will come in the re­ 
buttal testimony. Prosecutor Handlan 
says 
that 
he is waiting for Mrs. 
Schenk to go on the stand in her ow n 
defense before he Introduces his evi­ 
dence to show that she actually pur­ 
chased Fowler’s solution of arsenic 
and put it in her husband's drinking 
water.

New York. Jan. 20. 
Paul Morton, 
president of the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance Soc iety, was stri* ken with apo­ 
plexy just alter he had gun*' to tile 
Hotel Seymour for the purpose, his 
friends said, of keeping an appoint­ 
ment with Paul L. Kiernan, the law­ 
yer. 
Mr. Morton died an hour and a half 
later in an apartment juet vat ated by 
Mr. Kiernan earlier In the clay and 
just a lew minutes before his wife and 
brother, .Joy Morton, of Chicago, reach­ 
ed the bouse. 
Coroner Peinberg, who Is a physi­ 
cian, and Coroner’s Physician O Han­ 
lon agreed after they had examined 
Mr. Morton's body and had talked with 
Joy Morton concerning his brother’s 
condition that death was caused by 
apoplexy due to a rupture of a blood 
vessel 
in the brain, which resulted 
from artero-scleroala, from which Mr. 
Morton was found to be suffering with­ 
in the past month. 
It was explained that a hotel maid 
had 
noticed 
Mr. 
Morton apparently 
in a faint in the hallway outside of 
suite 55, on the fifth floor. This suite 
had been v&catd by Mr. Klem an and 
he had moved to a larger suite. The 
maid notified the telephone operator, 
and the manager of the hotel rushed 
up to the fifth floor. He bellied the 
maid to assi it Mr. Morton into the 
vacant suite. W< id was sent for Dr. 
Heury Pearson. 
When Dr. Pearson reached Mr. Mor­ 
on’s bedside he wa* unconscious, and 
t was apparent to Dr. Pearson that 
ie had suffered a stroke of apoplexy. 
Then word was telephoned to Mr. Mor­ 
ton’s house and to the Metropolitan 
dub. 
Mr*. Morton was informed over 
the phone that her husband had faint* 
cd at the Seymour, and was asked to 
rom e to the hotel at once. but be was 
dead before she arrived. 


S ry s Only Public Opinion Can End 


Corruption and Tratioiy on Needed 


Legislation. 


W ashington. Jan. 20 —Senator Hor­ 
ah, of id ai lo, cited Hie long d> a Lock 
and hot fight again I Matthew Stanley 
Quay in I soft iii the senate in advo­ 
cating she adoption of the resolution 
to submit to the states an amen don at 
to the constitution for the 
popular 
election of United States senator. 
“In some fourteen instances states 
have gone without full re pre on ta ion 
in the senate because of deadlocks in 
the legislature," he said, 
"in othe. in­ 
stances 
bribery and corruption and 
scandal have attached to the sessions. 
“It is not alone that direct and open 
bribery sometimes prevail; 
but Hist 
which is equally as bad more often 
prevails 
bills and measures are trad 
ed or killed; the public interest is sac­ 
rificed or actually bartered away; pa­ 
tronage and office enter in the deal and 
the whole affair becomes a ding ae** 
arid is of itself sufficient condemna­ 
tion of the present system.” 
The senator aper ideally cited the 
contests In Pennsylvania in 1899; in 
.Maryland in 1904. and in Missouri in 
1905. 
"P rior to 1872,” he declared, “ we 
had only one case of alleged election 
bribery connected with a seat u|M>n 
this floor. 
Since that time we have 
had fen, to say nothing of a number of 
investigations before state legislatures 
which never reached this body.” 
Senator Horah referred to the case 
of Senator Lortmer, of Illinois, as an 
illustration of “the vice of the sys­ 
tem under which we now elect sena­ 
tors. ' 
"If there Is any state where the 
present system might be fairly test­ 
ed," he said. "it ought to Ik* in Illinois. 
No commonwealth is tatter titled In 
tradition, in prick 
of history. In the 
intelligence and manhood of her peo­ 
ple to meet and discharge* the duties 
which properly pertain to the state. 
Yet her prominence now ami during 
the last year is not due to her indus­ 
trial prowess, but to that sc andal and 
shame which has be<*n fasten'd upon 
her by reason of a aviatorial elec­ 
tion. 
And now we arc* solemnly told by 
a com mittee of 
this 
body 
that so 
sham eless and demoralized, criminal 
end degraded, were many of the* mem- 
i»ers of that legislature that they can­ 
not be believed under oath. At the 
present time th** legislature of that 
great state, by reason of that election, 
Is meeting under the eve and surveil­ 
lance of a grand jury." 
Senator Borah closed with an appeal 
for a popular vote to "the open forum 
upon which heats the fierce light of 
public opinion.”

The fight against the reelection of 
Matthew Stanley Quay to the United 
States senate in 1899 was one of the 
memorable political battles of Penn­ 
sylvania. When the legislature met to 
e!ec t a senator the forces in favor of 
John W anamaker had suffic ient votes 
to enforce a deadlock, and after sev­ 
enty-nine fruitless ballots the legis a 
titre adjourned without electing a s**n 
af or. 
Quay’s term expired on March 4, 
1899, and on April 21, 1899. Governor 
Stone made out a commission for him 
to hold office until the next l»*gtala- 
ture should meet and regular ly elect a 
s«*nator. The governor contended that 
he had the right to apinoid because 
the vacancy did not arise in a re* ess 
of the legislature, but while that body 
was actually in session. 
A bitter and long drawn out contest 
was waged in the United States s n 
ate over th** legality of this appoint­ 
ment. 
The constitutional arguments 
from the time the ease was taken up 
in the senate. Feb. 23, 190", a t r a 
long investigation by the committee 
on privileges and election, until voted 
u|w>n April 21 took up the time of the 
senate to the exclusion ut vhtuall) all 
other business. 
The chief argument for Quay was 
that the constitution contemplat d full 
representation irom each Mate, and the 
principal point a g a in .t him (hit his 
admission would tend to ship the sen - 1 
atonal election from th** I* g: datura, 
and hence 
the people, to a partisan 
governor. 
The senate by a vote of 33 
to 32 refused to seat Quay. On Jan. 15, 
1901. he was elected by the legislature 
for the balun** of th** term, which had 
begun Marc h 4, 1899.
